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The text of an extended series of computer-mediated 
conversations makes up the body of this document. Discussion centers 
around the uses of computer networks as a new communication medium. 
Contributions were made by participants, who typed their informal 
comments into computer terminals, located at several places in the 
country • Because of the computer-mediated format, the text is often 
broken and hard to follow. This difficulty is compounded by the fact 
that several fragmented conversations were reproduced in the final 
document in the order in which they were entered into the system, 
with no editing of any kind. A list of names and addresses of 
participants is included at the beginning of the report.

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I wish to thank all of you who participated in the Conference on 
Living/learning information exchanges November 26th, As a result 
of that conference I believe we all have a better idea exactly what's 
going on in the field today.
